twilight came so late I thought not.

Among 
them some young people front schools, 
all dressed alike.

We waited for nearly an hour and I 
finally went out and walked to the 
church. 
People 
were 
everywhere, 
waiting. 
Illuminations were in nearly 
every window. The church was two- 
thirds full of silent, waiting women. 
The booths that lined the streets were 
either closed and covered or had been 
removed. 
At three corners of the 
great open square ..uge cones of brush­ 
wood had been stacked. 
The proces­ 
sion, it there Mas one, was elsewhere. 
“I went back to 
our 
rooms 
and 
about ten o’clock, far down the street, 
we beard the bugles and then saw a 


towards us, slowly, uke a heavy liquid. 
Soon we could distinguish the forms 
of the marching crowds and hear the 
slow chanting of the people led by the 
priests and choir boys. 
They slowly 
moved by us and on ti]) the street, 
around the square and towards the 
church, bitt still they came from the 
rear, and still chanting. 
Every one 
carried a candle hut only a portion 
were ahi)* to keep them burning as a 
light 
Mind 
was 
blowing, 
but 
hun­ 
dreds of them twinkled everywhere. 
Here and there great banners were 
held aloft, and a 
number 
of 
large, 
heavy cases or caskets, Mhich contain­ 
ed sacred relics of the church, were 
carried on the shoulders of men. Near 
the oeginning Mas a figure of Hie Vir­ 
gin and child carried on the shoulders 
of women, and toMards the end came 
the boy choir in white robes, and a 
number of priests and several high 
church officials in robes of state, all 
surrounding the figure of the Virgin 
and child, Mhich we had seen the de­ 
vout ones kissing, the evening before. 
Here the mass of people was greatest 
and the .singing at its best, and the 
end soon came. 
As they passed on up 
the street one of the piles of brush­ 
wood was lighted and its flames im- 
fedlately leaped up in great w'aves 
As it*d led down, the second one M*as 
lighted and later the third. The street- 
then became more quiet, but nearly 
all night there seemed to be people 
on the move. 
It Mas very difficult 
to make an estimate of the people and 
I beard no one venture a guess, but 
I think there Mere at least 3000 spec­ 
tators and 7000 in the procession, and 
I am not sure that there were not 
a half or two-thirds more than that 
mini ber.’’

Brains In Baseball 


People who never see a ball game always imagine 
the bleacher crowd as an/assemblage of sports. They 
would expect to find there incessant cigarette smokers 
and fellows with “highwater pants,” older men who 
came to bet, with a sprinkling of flashily dressed women. 
The crowds at the ball parks of the bigger leagues 
include many of these types. Also there are great num­ 
bers of clean cut, modestly dressed business and pro­ 
fessional men, whose presence is a credit to any gather­ 
ing. 
There is something in baseball that appeals to all 
who are interested in human achievement. It has its 
own spectacular power. A hard batted ball, a speeding 
runner, an agile stop, a swift, accurate throw, a sure 
catch, these are beautiful forms of human skill, 
i 
Equally also, it is a battle of organization and mas­ 
tery of personal force. It is not enough to assemble a 
group of men who can bat, throw, and catch a ball with 
great speed, strength, and accuracy, 
It is also prearranging the movements of these men 
so that they fit into each other like the levers of a ma­ 
chine. It is a question of so winning their loyalty that 
they will not play simply for a salary and their own 
averages. 
A man who is quick witted enough to play baseball 
is apt also to be quick to take offense, imaginative, sensi­ 
tive, morbid. The balance between competing players 
needs to be held with absolute fairness, based on a com­ 
petent judgment of their play. 
The manager of a professional ball team has the 
problem of maintaining a balance of justice between the 
personal interest of his players, so that if any man gets 
a grouch, it shall be of his own creation. Then there is 
that indefinable power of creating enthusiasm, which 
radiates from some men, while others leave their as­ 
sociates wholly cold. 
When one sees a group of players having all these 
qualities of skill, led with all this enthusiasm and sys­ 
tematic work and quick wit, he sees a product into which 
there has entered a plentiful supply of brains.

they are going out to get ra b b jts on 
Friday, and are ready to go to court, if 
they are arrested, to prove th a t the 
season s ta rts on the m orning of July 
31. 
The law is pfaifi. 
It says th a t any 
person who “ betw een the first day of 
F eb ru ary and the 31st day of Ju ly of 
any year, hunts, takes, kills o r bas in 
bis possession tiny 
cottontail 
rabbit 
or brush rabbit" shall be guilty of a 
m isdem eanor. 
In th u s describing the closed season 
the law s ta rts th e open .season on July 
31. 
Gentle reader, does it not sound that 
way to you? 
Yes. 
Well, ii. I. P ritch a rd of the 
S ta te Fish and Gam e C om m ission’s of 
fice in Los Angeles has w ritten a let­ 
ter to Theo. R euter of BOU G raud ave 
nue, S a n ta Ana, in response to an in 
quiry from R eu ter as to the opening 
date. 
P ritc h a rd ’s letter says: 
"D ear S i r : — Your letter of Ju ly re 
ceived, and note what you say about 
th e rabbit season. 
T he law say s it is 
unlaw ful to shoot rabbits betw een Feb 
m a ry I and the 31st day of Ju ly of 
the following year. 
T h en it 
would 
m ake it lawful betw een the 31st day 
of July and the 1st day of February. 
Th ere* I ore we will sta te th at the sea­ 
son o p en s on A ugust 1st, aud closes 
J a n u a ry 31st. 
"Y ours very truly, 
"F IS H AND GAME COMMISSION, 
“ By ll. I. P ritchard, A ssistant." 
T h e P ink S heet gives the letter as 
it stands, but it m ight a s well be said 
that the Rabbit Editor is going to go 
h u nting for bunnies on July 31, P ritch ­ 
ard to the contrary notw ithstanding. 
Deputy Fish and Gam e Com m ission­ 
er \ \ . K. Robinson says "Tell the boys 
to hunt on July 31 if they w an t to.” 
T h ere is no reason for any g re a t ar­ 
gum ent about it, but since a m an high 
in auth o rity lias given forth his opin­ 
ion, the m atter is w o rth 
discussing. 
T h ere is little possibility that anyone 
wlJ bi' a rre ste d for hunting on July 31, 
and no probability th a t he would be 
convicted lf he were arrested.
